While Col Sid J. (Jutes, chair-

The enter- 
tertaiument will take place 
Tuesday night, August 27th, at 
the Horse Show building. A 
chorus of between luO and 200 
colored singers is now being 
drilled by the author o£ "£vange> 
line," Mellie Darling" and other 
songs known in every home where 
there is an organ or a piano. 
Several rehearsals of the chorus 
S(nd the band of thirty boys from 
the School of Keform have al- 
ready been held. 

'*Did you ever hear a 'silent 
choniB?' "asked Col. Hays. "No? 
WeU, we are going to have one. 
It beats a cbarch organ by about 
■even lengths. Undentand? I '11 
tell yon how we arrange it 

We wil^havtf abont twenty- 
five negroes from one of 
the tobacco stemmeiies and pat 
'em on a platform all in a row. 
Then everything must be still. 
S«e? It's got to be still or you 
lose the effect. When it gets so 
qniet that yon could hear ithe 
very nails scratching the walls of 
the building the music will be- 
gin. Those negroes will be seei 
going through the motions ol 
stemming tobacco and at the 
same time there will be a hum, 
hum, ham of the sweetest melody 
ever heard. 

"There does it come from? 
Why from the niggers' mouths. 
Understand? They all sit there 
in a row and pretend to be stem- 
ming tobacco at the same time 
they are hamming 'Annie Laurie.' 
Just like they do in a tobacco 
house. I've gone into stemmer- 
ies with strangers and heard them 
ask, 'Where is that ohoreh or- 
gan?' That it just what this 
choras jwanda like, and if my 
band of negroes don't bring down 
the boase, well, I'll— — under- 
stand? 

"I have been personally cou- 
dncting the brass band from the 
School of Reform and I'll put it 
up against any organization with 
the same instrnmentation. I have 
a phenomenon in a boy cornetist. 
When he plays 'Nearer My God 
to Thee' it's time for everybody 
to take oft' their hats. There is 
another pickanniny with a won- 
derfully sweet voice that will 
help us out in this entertainment. 
He'll make a hit, too. 



"And I mustn't forget to call 
attention to a one-legged fiddler. 
If that negro had two legs, I 
really don't Snow where his fid- 
dling abilities would cease. He 
is blind, or ean't see, or some- 
thing oat of one eye, bnt he can 
get more melody oat of a fiddle 
a .anyone you ever saw. 
tJnderstand? I'm' going to put 
him up as one of the start of the 
entertainment. This man's only 
66 or 80 years old. 

"The entertainment will also 
inelade a eakewalk, the finest 
ever witnessed, the rendering of 
ballads, songs and old time negro 
delineations. When Jt's time to 
go home the band, the choras and 
the audience will sing 'Home, 
Sweet Home,' and I'll guarantee 
everybody will wish there was 
another night (rf that entertain- 
ment."

"Whither arc We DriRbi|r' 

From Glenn'i Oranhio. 

It is in no spirit of animosity, 
with no spirit of bitterness, but 
with a heart l ull uf love and svin- 
pathy for our fellowman, a re- 
spect for the opinions of others 
and a desire to see peace, happi- 
ness and prosperity abroad over 
our wliole beloved county and 
our glorious Commonwealth that 
we say what we do in this arti- 
cle. That there is trouble in oar 
midst, that there is unrest among 
our people, that fears are enter- 
tained for the future tiiere is no 
one who will deny. It has not 
always been thus in Hopkins 
county. Until a few months 
since it was the boast of our peo- 
ple that Madisoaville, and Hop- 
kins county were in every respect 
ideals of what a town and a 
county should be. We were at 
peace with ourselves and with 
the outside world. Other than 
an (K-casionai stru-de in an elcr- 
tion, there was but little tn mar 
the good will and good feeling of 
I neighbor with neighbor or ffend 
with friend. 

There was a sense of security 
that w.as perhaps felt nowhere 
else in the whole State. Busi- 
ness of all kinds was lloiirishing, 
our coal was mined and found a 
ready sale in the market of the 
world. The mine owners and 
their employes worked together 
in harmony^ and if there was at 
any time a mimnderttanding be- 
twees labor and capital, the dif - 
flcalties, or difference were ad- 
justed without trouble or friction. 

But there has been a great \ 
change during the past si.x | 
months. Things are not now 
what tiiey were a year ago. Busi- 
ness has been disturbed, and 
while the miners still continue to 
get out- as much coal as ever, yet 
it Is at a greater expense to those! 
who produce this necessarv fuel.' 
There is a cause fur all this. It 
has been brou:;ht alxiut tiv men 
who have im direct interest iu 
the welfare of our county or our 
people. Until the advent of the i 
United Mine Workers into the 
coanty; until their methods were 
known and understood, there xras 
nothing to disturb the even tenor 
of the way of either the mine op- 
erator or the men who worked 
in the mines. 

In this article, we do not pro- 
pose to enter into an abuse of the 
the men who are now and who 
have been attempting to bring 
about a change in the all'airs (if 
our county. We shall not take 
the position that tiiey are not 
honest and sincere in everything 
they do and say. It may be that 
it would be better for the mine 
ownsirs, better for the miners, 
better for the business of the 
eoohtrv, better for all the people 
that the mines of the county 
should be unionized, but we do 
not believe it. On the other 
hand we lioneetly believe that it 
would be the worst thing for the 
operators and employes, the worst 
thing for the farmers, the worst 
thing for the merchants, the 
worst thing for the people at 
large that could possibly occur. 
We have failed to see a single 
good argument offered by the 
Mine Workers that we believe is 
worth anything why the county 
shoulil be unionized. Uojikins 
county is not standing in need of 
anything of the kind. -Organiza- 
tion of the mines means the or- 
ganization of tobacco factories, 
organization of the farm hands, 



organization of every kind of la- 
bor. 

We do not wisii to (,<• under- 
stood in this connection as being 
opposed to labor, or opposed to 
labor haviuK its just reward for 
every effort and energy expended. 
But labor organized to destroy 
capital becomes as oppressive as 
;loes capital to oppress labor. It 
ilso destroys tlie individuality of 
the men and places the matter of 
strikes in the hands of a few men 
who are freqoentlv irrestonsible 
and not the frienas of either la- 
bor or capital. 

We wish to review the situa- 
tion in Hopkins county. We 
shall do this in a calm and dis- 
passionate manner. What is the 
result from the agitation that has 
existed here for the past six 
months? In what way has the 
mine owners, the miners, the 
farmers, the merchants, the peo- 
ple at large been benefited in the 
least? mive the men who are 
here for the i)urii()se of wrganiza- i 
tion been lienelited'.' 

During that time two meahave 
lost their lives in a battle that 
occurred between the contending 
forces. Five men have been ar- 
rested, indicted, tried, nnd three 
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verdict of a jury wiiich 
thev must serve a term in tlie) 
penitentiary. The triiil which! 
has just ended has l)eeii nne of' 
the most bitterly contested of 
any that was ever known in the 
history of the county. The peo- 
ple have as a result been worked 
up to the very highest pitch of 
excitement, while threat after 
threat has beeii induk'ed in with 
reference to those wlio did not; 
see thin-s alike. The trial has 
been a tax, a heavv tax to the 
Iicnple iin.l the end is not. Law- 
yers have had fat fees from both 
sides and still there is more 
money needed to defend and to 
prosecute the cases.

We have no desire to make an 

appeal to the passions, or the 
prejtnlices of the peojile. We 
want to use simple arguments 
and plead for our ctmnty and for 
our institutions. We are honest 
in our opinion that the presence 
of these men in our county is a 
menace to the best interests of 
every kind of business. We be- 
'ieve that to turn the affairs of 
)ur county over into the hands 
of incompetents, to take from our 
people the right to tnanage their 
own affairs would mean the re- 
tarding of our prosperity and 
that it would in the endmean the 
destruction of property that in 
the past has paid its full share of 
the burdens of taxation. 

Perhaps it would be wise for 
the mine operators to turn their 
business over to the men who 
are now at the bead of affairs in 
the wayof organi/inv, the mines. 
Terlups i-t would be a good thing 
for the farm hands to be organ- 
ized so tiiat they could go on- a 
strike when the grass gets thick- 
est and highest, perhaps it would 
be best for the tobacco fact'iries 
to be organizecl so that when t 
purchaser Ints ,i lot of the we 
that is about to >[,oil tliat t 
h.ni.ls could ^o ,,H a strike wh 
tin- !..lK.rco rots i„ tho hulk.

While wo do not 
charge these men with that of- 
fense, since their advent into our 
town and (•.)untv, there has l>e<'n 
an unusual amount of shooting' 
on Xh<- street^ at iiiizht and the 
custom of carrying concealed 
deadly weapons has urown to 
Kreat'proi>ortions. 

Sine the coming of the Mnu- 
Workers into our county, jier- 
haps two hundred men who vvt-re 
engaged in mining and who wen- 
making good waj^es, have ((uit 
their jobs and now these same 
men find themselves without any 
means of support whatever. 

It is the sheerest folly for any- 
one who can see, who can reason, 
or who < an think, t(. take the po- 
sition that the coming of the 
Mine Workers to the county has 
been an advantage in any way 
whatever. Outside the saloons 
and a few boarding houses, no 
business has been benefited. 
The farmers have not sold a dol- 
lar's worth of produce that they 
would not have sold otherwise. 
Business of no kind, except that 
mentioned above has been bene- 
fited in the least. 

The men who are at the head 
of the move are not Hopkins 
county men. They are from 
other places and some of them 
from other countries: they are

SERVICE IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

Hlvh Coaimiaaloacp of tlie Diatnrbed 
Rearloa Hailed •• "Brltala-e C 
Inn Man"— HIa Drllllaat Record aa 
ScUoUr, Aatbor aad Stataamaa, 

Alfred. Baron Milner of St. James, In 
the county of London, and of Cape 
Town, In the colony of the Cape of 
Good Hope — such is the new title of 
the man wbo Is balled as "England's 
coming man." Britain bu a number 
of men still young wbo are looked upon 
as likely to do great things In the fu- 
ture— Wyndbam, Balfour, young Cham- 
berlain and others— but it Is to Lord 
Milner that all eyes are turning.

It Is not to lie wondered at 
that this spirit should also iM-rvade the 
atinosphore of religion und should man- 
ifest Itself there. That this has been 
the case Is oidy too sadly true. Rever- 
ence for sacred things has dlmlnlahed. 
flod'e name is profaned aod blasphem- 
ed, God's day ia not kept aacred and 
holy unto Him, and God'a book is most 
lightly esteemed by man. This Is a 
sad condition of afTairs and also a seri- 
oua one, for, while man may bold tlioae 
guiltless who profane sacred things, 
Ood will not His name, His day. His 
boose and His revelation are the ob- 
jects of His love and care, and pnnish- 
mcnt wiU bs meted out to aU who dis- 
honor them. 

Reverence for sacred things is le- 
peatedly empbaaiaed in the Bcriptorss. 
Moaea bealde the burning bush, la 
which Ood appears to hhn to nveal 
His will to him, ia Uught a lesson up- 
on tfala subject, ^e approaches too 
closely the place made sa<!red by the 
presence of Ood. Ood calls out to hUn: 
"Draw not nigh hither. Put oft* thy 
shoes from oft thy feet, for the place 
whereon thou standest la holy ground." 
And Moses, when he was conscious of 
God's presence, "hid his face, for be 
wns afraid to look upon God." As the 
ongels veil their faces in ths pr sss n o 
of God and exclaim, "Holy, holy, hidy. 
Lord God AImlghty!"Bo Moses in God's 
presence was filled with humility and 
godly fear. The teaching of Scripture 
throughout Is that sacred things — 
things made sacred by the presence of 
God— should be considered holy and 
should be respected and reverenced. 

Go<l has also declared in His word 
that Irreverence shall receive Ilfs dls- 
pleoRure and severe punishment. "The 
Lord vifiU not hold him guiltless who 
takcth Ills name In vain." And what 
Is true of the name of God is true of 
His day. Bis bouse. His word. God 
has often severely punished irrever- 
ence. HophnI and Phlneas, sons of 
Ell, wore punished for their gross dis- 
honoring of sacred things.

one with the Father. His eyes, i 
flom^.of fixe, toll us how Uc se^ircbcs ail 
t£r thotixhU an<f intents of the iu 
(Jer. XTil, 10; Heb. Iv. 12). His feet like 
onto fine brass, as If they hurued In a 
furnace, make ui think of Him as riebt- 
eonsly trampling down His enemies who 
rebel against and trample under foot His 
pteeioua blood of which the brarcn altar 
taacbes.
